The expericnco of another year bas con- 


vinceil mo of tho wisdom of out system of 
promotions, by which tho pupil's advance- 
ment In each department depends upon bis 
success in that alone. II certainly cannot 
be philosophical to icquiro a pupil who has 
succeeded well in Algebra logo over tbo same 
work again because bo has dono poorly with 
bis Latin forms. A worse feature, however, 
of basing promotion upon a general average, 
in sneh a school, is tbo temptation offered 
the student to neglect any study which hap- 
pens lo bo distasteful lobim. in Ibo hope 
that spare credits in other department will 
securo bis promotion. lie would thus, if 
successful, attempt work for which be was 
unprepared, tho result being that ba would 
waste his own lime and provo a drag upon 
bis class. 


While it is perfectly understood that in 


caso of ill-health a pupil will bo allowod,up- 
on presenting n physicians cerlilicnlo, to 
take less than tbo proscribed amount of 
work each year, and EO extend his coursa 
beyond four years, it is gratifying to notice 
how very few find it necessary to avail 
themselves of this provision. Of tbe pres- 
ent members of Iho school but two bavo 
Bought such relief ; and yet wo oro effect- 
ually shielded from any chnrgo of adopting 
a system which forces tho weaker pupils be- 
yond their strength. 


There is little to complain of regarding 


tho spirit of study in tbe EDliool. I think I 
con observe a gain from year to year in this 
respect. After ono of our lefm-eidroina- 
tions, I cskcd tbo teachers to state, regard-

logio, yot Iho repetition and diffusion of 
their views does harm. 
Such persona seem 


lo lose sight of the fact that they aro com- 
mitting ft donblo error. 
Thoy forget, when 


arguing in favor of what 
thoy consider 


strictly practical, that it is this very edncn- 
tton which they decry, which hai given us 
our useful arts. They very properly ap- 
plaud Iho laborer whoso daily toil adds di- 
rectly lo capital, and, not so properly,forget 
to ask how and by whom theso very ave! 
nues of labor were opened.

living author—"Knowledge is the condition 
of invention. The old Latin word iVirnuo 
signifies lo meet with or to find , and these 
great gitls of Qod are mot with along tho 
pathway of civilization ; but tbo throng of 
the world passes them unnoticed, for only 
those can recognize the treasure 
whoso 


minds havo been stored with the knowledge 
which tho scholar has discovered and m«do 
known.1' Tint worse than Ibis, Ihey would 
nscrifico the intellectual to iho material; in- 
verting Ibe very law which gives man his 
place In tho nniverse. History, Philosophy, 
Consciousness, 
Posterity, 
all cry 
out 


against such a perversion. 


I trust that the influence of tho school 


npon its pupils is not limited to that which 
Is purely intellectual. It seems lo me that 
every thoughtful teacher mnst feel in theso 
days, if never before, tho supremo import- 
ance of instilling into those nnder his charge 
principles of strict integrity. 
Much as wo 


need n class of thoroughly trained minds in 
our country, we shall look forward lo its 
eiistenco with littlo hope, if it is not to 
consist of persons of unswerving principle. 
This type of morality can only result from 
a culture of Iho moral sense, us constant, as 
persistent and »s sclfdenying as that de- 
manded by any of our powers in order to 
produce high resells. Tho nobleness of 
doing right from no other motive than that 
it is right uust bo held before the mind 
from tho earliest years; aud tho home, Ihe 
school and tho pulpit should cooperate in 
their efforts lo produce precisely this re 
suit.
